Um^  HHl  on  Norfolk  A 
WMtdm  l^gM  «f  Way  Near  CHflii- 
cvthe,  Ohio  —  WImJ*  Countryside 
Aroused  by  Explosion — More  Than 
a  Score  Seriously  Injured  Two 
Victims  UnidentiMed. 

Chillicothe,  O..  M<\r^h  31.  —  Eight 
men  were  killed  and  20  or  more  seri- 
ously injured  when  400  pounds  of 
dynamite  exploded  at  a  Norfolk 
Western  construftion  camp  n<Mr  this 
city:  The  dead  are:  Jonathan  Floyd, 
Pride,  O.;  Joseph  Hayes.  Antoaio,  O.; 
Charles  Bucluuian,  Columbus,  conduc- 
tor of  the  work  train;  Newton  Mayo, 
colored.  Chatham.  Va. :  Charles  Wil- 
liams, colored,  Martinsville.  Va.;  Jo- 
seph Miller,  colored,  Salem.  N.  C. 
Two  other  colored  men  were  killed, 
but  their  bodies  were  so  scattered  by 
the  explobion,  that  they  nad  to  be 
gathered  up  with  a  rake  and  were 
not  identified. 

At  the  point  of  the  accident  tb« 
railroad  is  constructing  a  double 
track  and  the  men  were  engaged  In 
blowing  out  the  side  of  a  large  hill, 
dynamite  being  used.  Fouf  hundred 
pounds  of  dynamite  were  laid  around 
a  campfire  to  thaw  out,  and  men  were 
Bitting  around  the  fire.  A  few  min- 
utes before  the  explosion  Foreman 
George  Davis  came  to  the  Ore  and 
told  the  men  to  be  careful  of  the  dy- 
namite, as  it  was  capped  and  was  lia- 
ble to  explode.  The  men  after  this 
warning  began  to  spread  out  the  dy^' 
namite.  Davis  had  hardly  reached 
point  50  yards  frmii  the  Hre  when 
the  explorion  oeccirred.  and  he  was 
thrown  20  feetvin  the  air. 

The  whole  country  side  was  aroused 
by  the  explosion  and  came  to  the  res- 
cue. They  found  that  out  of  the  30 
men  in  the  gang  nearly  every  one  had 
been  killed  or  injured.  A  relief  train 
rushed  from  this  city  to  the  scene 
of  the  accident  with  doctors  and  the 
Injured  were  brous^t  to  the  hospital 
this  city.
